This is Report of Committeemen Made 


at Conference of Republican 


W orkers To d a y. 


T W O I N D I A N A P O L I S M E N S P E A K 


A r e Surprised by Wonderful Showing 


Here in Getting Voters Out to 


Register. 


Chief interest attached to the con­ 
ference at Republican headquarters 
this morning of County Chairman 
Bebout, precinct committeemen, can­ 
didates and other party workers were 
the statements that the Bull Moose 
movement is disintegrating in Rush 
county; that a number of men who 
were identified with the Bull Moose 
party are back in the ranks; 
that 
many men who profess to be Bull 
Moosers are the sort who have al­ 
ways been declaring their allegiance 
to the Republican party and voting 
the Democratic ticket and that at 
least ninety per cent, if not more, of 
the Republican vote in Rush county 
has been registered. 
Be>ides the testimony of the pre­ 
cinct committeemen, William Bosson 
of Indianapolis and John F. McCur- 
dle of the same place, spoke briefly 
on party organization, the necessity 
of having patriotic precinct commit­ 
teemen and presented arguments that 
could be used against the cant ones 
presented by the Democrats and Bull 
M oosers. Will L. Risk of Newcastle, 
Republican candidate for congress, 
was present and made a short speech. 
William Bosson told of his precinct 
in Indianapolis, where he was com­ 
mitteeman for seventeen years, how 
the workers had been asleep and sud­ 
denly awakened t<> the fact that not 
fifty j>cr cent of the Republican vote 
had been registered. He said he hop­ 
ed conditions here were better. And 
he did open his eyes in astoni>hment 
when the 
precinct 
committeemen, 
each of whom told of the conditions 
in 
their hailwicks 
related the true 
conditions. The stories showed that 
the number of Republicans unregis­ 
tered range from three to twenty to 
a precinct. 
The 
most startling revelation, 
though, w a s the unanimous expres­ 
sion of the committeemen that the 
Bull Moose party is decaying in Rush 
county. Each committeeman told of 
one or more voters who had been won 
to the Bull Moose party by its glitter­ 
ing promises to convert these United 
States into a Utopia.

“They are getting cold feet 
and 11 ave quit battling for tile Lord. 
There lire a lot o f,them who admit 
they have quit.*’ 
Another committeeman said he had 
talked with a Bull Moose leader who 
had all but admitted honestly and 
truthfully that tile third party was 
net ne. r so strong as it was earlier 
in the campaign. He ^aid (hat there 
were several Bull Moosers who were 
Open to argument and who were will­ 
ing to be convinced and won over— 
and he said a lot of them had lieen. 
John F. McCurdle, at the outset, 
said he and Mr. Bosson were paying 
th* ii* own expenses, and that 
they 
were r <*t and did not expect to be a 
candidate fo r anything, but that they 
had come here in the interest of the 
Republican party. He expressed some 
surprise at the large number out at 
the organization meeting, and said it 
v as unusual in any campaign. 
“I am deeply interested, as

* 'n.aid be. in this election,” said Mr. 
MVC u rd Ie. “There never was a time 
in the history of the country when 
every Republican was needed more; 
there never was a time when condi­

will remain at the same old stand, but 
the town is to lie erased off the map. 

There is an­ 
other Griffin, Indiana. It is located in 
\>sey county. The two Griffins cause 
unfasten not only for shippers but 
o for residents of both villages. 


t u s h county Griffin has to make the 
a orifice. It has to lose the name that 
has borne for many years. 
The C. ll. & I), railroad christened 


it and that same railroad has to re­ 
name it. 
T h a t ’s what the State rail- 
railroad commission directed yester­ 
day after several 
complaints had 
been lodged with that body. The rail­ 
road may name the village Maury. 
The reason for that is obvious, be­ 
cause many members of tile Mangy 
family hailed from that section 
of 
the county, and some few 
Mauzys 
and their 
descendants 
still reside 
near there. 
Representatives of several shipping 


firms which forward freight packages 
to both the Griffins, tiled a complaint 
before the railroad commission some 
time ago. setting forth that confusion 
was ceased by reason of there Iwiug 
two towns of tile same name. 
The fir-t complaint was made to 
the railroad commission last fall by 
Carlton Chaney, who operates a sort 
of a general store near the place. He 
suffered more because the fact that 
Posey county has a Griffin than any 
other one of the thirteen residents of 
the place. Frequently his goods were 
shippped t<» Posey 
county 
or vice 
versa. 
Witnesses who testified before the 
commission at that time. in response 
to questions regarding the population 
of Griffin, Rush county, said it con­ 
noted of thirteen men and women, six 
children and nine dogs. 
The Rush 
county Griffin was named for a man 
Who gave the railroad Company some 
land for a right-of-way, and a de­ 
scendant of whom is n o w employed 
by tile company. 
In its order directing the C. II. & 
I), to change the name the railroad 
commission stated it had no authori­ 
ty to change the name of the Griffin 
in Posey county, on account of there 
being a postoffice at that place. The 
order states that if it is found the 
commission under Hie present law has 
insufficient authority to change the 
name of a town, it will ask the gener­ 
al assembly to pass an amendatory 
aet giving it such authority. 
During 1911, according to the testi­ 
mony, forty packages of freight were 
sent to the wrong address because of 
the similarity of the names. Two of 
the “packages” 
w*ere 
carloads cr 
sheep. 
For a number of years the 
station has been known as Mauzy t<* 
express companies

Currency May be Changed 


The size of jill United States cur­ 
rency and national bank notes prob­ 
ably will be reduced to one-third, and 
their designs revolutionized by Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury 
MacVeagk 
for the -ake of economics to the; gov­ 
ernment, convenience to the 
public, 
and safety 
against 
counterfeiting. 
This decision practically bas 
been 
readied by the secretary.

The designs of

Representatives of several shipping 
rms which forward freight packages 
o both the Griffins, filed a complaint 
efore the railroad commission some 
ime ago, setting forth that confusion 
•as caused by reason of there being 
wo towns of the same name. 


The first complaint was made to 
ie railroad commission last fall by 
arlton Chaney. who operates a sort 
f a general store near the place. lie 
uffered more because the fact that 
3osey county has a Griffin than any 
ther one of the thirteen residents of 
ie place.

THE CITIZENS ARE AROUSED 


No Mistaking the Position of 


This Government, 


Washington, Sept. 18.—In the form 


of a text of a note presented to the Nic- 
araguan government by United States 
Minister Weitzel at Managua on tele- 
graphic instructions from Huntington 
Wilson, acting secretary of state, the 
first official and complete statement of 
the policy of the United States in the 
Nicaraguan situation has been is- 
sued at the state department. 
The 


note has also been placed in the hands 
of the rebel leaders in the Nicaraguan 
revolt, and has been given out for pub- 
lication in ever}" newspaper of the re- 
public. 


The purpose of the United States in 


Nicaragua, the note says, is to guard 
the American legation, keep open 
communication in the republic and to 
protect American life and property 
from injury and destruction. 


Of even greater significance, how- 


ever, are the declarations that the 
United States will not countenance a 
restoration of the "barbarous" order 
of things which prevailed under the 
tyrannical rule of the former dictator 
—President Belaya. General Mena is 
designated by the note as a man who 
Is attempting to impose upon Nicara- 
gua the regime of Zelayaism and casti- 
gated in the severest terms as a man 
of unheard-of cruelty, a breaker of sol- 
emn pledges and the leader of an at- 
tempt to seize by force the control of 
Nicaragua. 


Complaining of Long Continued Bad 


Service, Council Put Through Series 
of Drastic Ordinances Compelling 
Company to Correct Alleged Faulty 
Conditions—Company Will Appeal 
to the Courts. 


Lafayette, Ind., Sept. 18.—At a 


stormy meeting of the city council the 
city of Lafayette's declaration of war 
against the Fort Wayne & Northern 
Indiana Traction company to force the 
company to give the city better street 
railway service was carried into effect 
by the passage of three drastic ordi- 
nances ordering the corporation to 
tear up tracks at three different points 
In the city where it has failed to carry 
out the promises set forth in its fran- 
chise. 


Public sentiment is strongly against 


the company and is with the mayor in 
the present fight, as street railway 
conditions here are asserted to be the 
worst to be found in any city in the 
state. Repeated promises have been 
made of new cars and new tracks, but 
the promised improvements have not 
been made, although the people have 
been waiting patiently for eight years. 


The action of the council is general- 


ly taken- as an indication that the city 
Is In earnest in its present campaign 
lo force the street railway company to 
make the lon# desired improvements. 
Mayor Durgan refused only a few days 
ago to hold any further conferences 
•with the street railway officers, saying 
that he had met with them again and 
again, but all in vain, as promises were 
made many times, but not one of them 
kept. Litigation is practically certain, 
as it is known the company will ap- 
peal to the courts. There is much talk 
heard of citizens' mass meetings being 
held to pledge assistance to the mayor 
and the council in the present cam- 
paign against the company.

Size and Design of U. S. 


Currency May be Changed 


The size of all United States cur- 


rency and national bank notes prob- 
ably will be reduced to one-third, and 
their designs revolutionized by Sec- 
retary of the Treasury 
MacVeagh 


for the sake of economics to the. gov- 
ernment, convenience to the public, 
and safety against 
counterfeiting. 


This decision practically has 
been 


reached by the secretary. 


It is proposed to make the dimen- 


sions C by 2 1-2 inches. The paper 
money now in circulation measures 
7.2S by 3.04 inches. The designs of 
all paper money—United States and 
certificates and national bank notes 
—would be systemized and made uni- 
form for every denomination. 


This move is expected to save the 


government $900,000 annually, and 
the national banks, which pay for the 
plates for their notes and part of 
the cost of redemption about $200,- 
000. 
The economics would be effec- 


ted in steel for the plates, in paper 
:md in labor. 


For many months, the 
only de- 


terrent to the step by executive au- 
thority has been the belief 
that it 


would be necessary for Congress to 
appropriate $1.000.000 to replace the 
national bank note plates, which 
have beeu paid for by 'the banks. 
This problem has been solved by a 
plan to have the general design of all 


^national bank notes uniform, re- 


quiring only one engraved plate for 
each denomination, and to place on 
the notes by surface printing the 
name, location and charter number 


of the bank. This would do away 
with separate plates for each bank. 


Eighteen months would

re- 


j quired to effect the change by the 


j preparation of the designs, engrav- 
ing of the plates and printing of the 
notes. 
To meet the objection that 


for a time, at least, there would be 
two sizes of currency in circulation, 
it has been suggested that the gov- 
ernment print in advance a sufficient 
quantity of the notes of the new 
size to be exchanged at the 
sub- 


treasuries and national banks on a 
fixed date.' The change 
would be 


substantially accomplished within a 
few days, treasury officials 
'believe. 


There are now nineteen different de- 
signs of currency. The change would 
reduce these to nine. Each denomi- 
nation would be characterized by a 
distinctively 
American 
historical 


portrait engraved in the center of the 
note. In time the portrait would be 
a distinguishing feature of each de- 
nomination, and would be a safe- 
guard against counterfeiting, especi- 
ally the prevalent practice of raising 
a note to a higher denomination.

In either sun or heatstroke the 


patient may be struck down and die 
within an hour. Sometimes death is 
shot through the head. 
The usual 


form, with 
head pains, dizziness, 


nausea, vomiting and oppression, 
double or colored vision, may occur. 
Either transient insensibility of pro- 
found coma appear. In sunstroke the 
temperature rises sometimes as high 
as 112 degrees Fahrenheit, while in 
heatstroke, as said, it may be sub- . 
normal. 


Favorable indications are the re- 


turn of consciousness and a fall in 
temperature. 
Sunstroke very 
fre- 


quently leaves remarkable after ef- 
fects in those who recover. Among 
the after effects are inability to bear 
high temperatures. 
A bridge builder 


I know, who was sunstruck while 
building a bridge across the Wabash 
at Carmel. 111., and who recovered, 
never afterward could stand a tem- 
perature above 80 dea-rees. 
When 


the thermometer reached this height 
he complained of ringing in the ears, 
of head pains and dizziness. A tem- 
perature of SO degrees was worse 
than a pestilence to him and he 
struck for a cool region when torrid 
weather came. 


Other after effects 
are. loss 
of 


memory, continuity of thought and 
mental concentration. Let no one 
depend upon doctors and cure to get 
him over either sun or heat stroke. 
Depend entirely and only upon pre- 
vention. 
This is true indeed of all 


diseases, for no matter what disease 
it is. and no matter what the cure, the 
person is not the person after that he 
was before.

THE NEW NEWSPAPER 


AND PERIODICAL LAW 


Drastic Provisions 
Go Into 


Effect October 1. 


Washington, Sept. IS.—Instructions 


have been issued by Postmaster Gen- 
eral Hitchcock for carrying into effect 
the new newspaper and periodical law, 
first returns under which must be 
made by Oct. 1. 


The law requires that publishers 


shall file on the first days of April and 
October of each year, both with the 
postmaster general and with the local 
postmaster, under penalty of denial of 
the use of the mails, a sworn state- 
ment of the names and addresses of 
the owner, publisher, editor, managing 
editor and business manager of their 
newspapers and periodicals. 


Religious, fraternal, temperance and 


scientific publications are excepted. 
For a corporation, -tho names of the 
holders of more than 1 per cent cf the 
stocks, bonds or other securities must 
be given, and in the case of daily 
newspapers a statement of the aver- 
age paid circulation for the preceding 
six months is required. 


All editorial or other reading mat- 


ter appearing in a newspaper or mag- 
azine for the publication of which pay 
is accepted or promised must be mark- 
ed "advertisement," under penalty of 
a fine of not less than $50 nor more 
than $500. 


On July 1, 1912, there were 28,144 


newspapers and periodicals enjoying 
second class mail privileges. There 
were 2,514 dailies, 17,217 weeklies, 
5,277 monthlies, 1.351 quarterlies and 
1,785 having other periods of issue. 
Of these, all except about l,r>oo ex- 
empted publications will be affected 
by the newtlaw.
